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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants have requested reconsideration and allowance of this appliation based on remarks submitted on 
07/17/2007. The Examiner disagrees. No claim has been amended to perhaps place the application in better condition for allowance. 
Applicants have simply presented the same arguments previously submitted in the Reply to the previous action, namely the Joffe et al. 
and Narendran et al. do not disclose when combined the claimed invention and that there is no motivation to combine. The Examiner 
respecfully thanks the applicants in reiterating the same points of contention, but is not convinced in the weight of these arguments.

Joffe teaches a distributed computing system and methods to 
assign user requests and redirect such requests to a selected server site among the availble provider sites (se abstract, see column 1 1 , 
column 13). Further, Narendran discloses limiting using a predetermined capacity access to specific content distribution sites(see column 
14). Reason to combine and proper motivation can be found in page 5 of the Final Office Action. 
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
